JUDGE ROSS AND THE SCRIPPERS. 


United States Circuit Judge Ross has by his decision on 


the scrippcrs' issue cleared the way for a thorough develop- 
ment of the oil industry. The filing of claims by "lieu" men 
on lanJs where prospectors were endeavoring to locate 
petroleum naturally had n disastrous effect upon the oil busi- 
ness, for, in the majority of instances, the oil seekers arc 
comparatively poor men and have had to enlist outside cap- 
ital to handle the land believed to contain the mineral. With 
a serious cloud thus hanging ovc? their titles it stands to 
reason that working funds have been hard to get and lots 
of excellent prospects have been kept idle that might other- 
wise have been adding to the wealth of the State. 


Judge Ko>->' position in the matter will undoubtedly be 


endorsed by all save the immediate few -who will become 
loser-i i>y his decree. There can be no question that a good 
deal of perjury has been uiHully committed in the affidavits 
declaring the land sought by the scrippcrs to be agricultural 
and not mineral, and the Judge doc* not hesitate to score 
the deponent's for what he "terms their "palpably-false" state- 
ment^. That he was willing to go to extremes in his> 
protection of the prospectors K 'indicated in the following 
paragraph of the decision, which •will Rue the scrippcrs a 
severe shock on general principles: "It i>, to say the least, 
doubtful if any persons authorized to select vacant lands 
only are authorized to -select lands in the actual bona fide 
occupincy of others under the settlement laws or under a 
mineral location, even though the location be invalid by the 
absence of a valid discovery of mineral." 


Where the injustice of the stand taken by the scrippers is 


plainly manifest is in their declaration that as the United 
States Survey of 1854 shows the lands in controversy to be 
agricultural they are entitled to take them up as such. The 
intent of the law is plainly in the opposite direction, for while 
the scrippcrs have an undisputed right to vacant agricultural 
lands, they cannot claim lands beiring mineral deposits, and 
surely prospectors have the right to prove such exemptions. 
Judge Rosi' decree is not only good, therefore, from a 
purely legal standpoint, 1nit it is the common sense view ol a 
clearly defined situation.

DEATH OF COLONEL JACKSON. 


The death of Col John P. Jackson, Collector oi the Port 


of San Francisco, removes tm able and influential figure from 
Republican politics. It also deprives the State of a citizen 
who has been conspicuous in all public movements during 
the last quarter of a century. He was a man of affairs in 
the full sense of the term, and was an astute and capable 
manager both of men and enterprises, having a genial tem- 
per and a gift for persuasive diplomacy. 


Colonel Jackson was a typical American oi the older West. 


He was .1 native of the Western Reserve, Ohio, a noted 
breeding ground for strong men and strenuous spirits. Dur- 
ing his lifetime he was lawyer, soldier, railway contractor, 
editor and politician. 
He was notably successful in all he 


undertook. He seemed to be at home in every profession 
and calling, and died in affluence, holding the highest Fed- 
eral office on the Pacific Coast. 


When a very young man Colonel Jackson entered on the 


practice of law at Cincinnati, •where he became associated 
with a group of men who afterward achieved fame as states- 
men, 
jurists and diplomats. Among them were President 


McKinley, ex-President Harrison, George H. Pcndleton, 
George Hoadlcy, Joseph B. Foraker, Alphonso Tail, Stanley 
Matthews, Milton Saylor, Ben Buttenvorth. 
He was also 


well acquainted with Murat Halitead of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial and Washington McLean of the Enquirer. These 
associations of his youth were never v,-holljr relaxed by 
Colonel Jackson, and he always exercised a potent influence 
through them. 
Ever since the day*' of Grant, Ohio men 


have been powerful in national councils, and at Washington! Miners of years grief is tempered by the reflection that life 
Colonel Jackson was ahvajs held to be an Ohio man. He ha» rounded out its allotted time, but when a young and

DEATH OF WIRS-^ARRETT M'ENERNY. 


A host ol friends will sympathize with Garrett W. McEn- 


erny, the distinguished San Francisco lawyer, on the sudden 
and unexpected death of his wife. When the aged dje in the 


resided for some years in Kentucky, and in his manners and 
bearing ever afterward had a smack of the Kentucky thor- 
oughbred. He was a splendid entettainer, and his hospitality 
had tnc true blue grass flavor. 


Colonel Jackson achieved distinction as an officer during 


the Civil War, and for the remainder of his life was on terms 
of intimacy i\ith many of the leading generals of the Union 
Army. His personal acquaintance with public men was per- 
haps wider than that of any other man on the Pacific Coast. 
This extensive acquaintance was largely the secret of an 
influence that many could not fathom but it was also a tribute 
to his character and attainments, lor no ordinary man could 
bold securely for a lifetime the personal regard and confi- 
dence oi so many brilliant and powerful public men. 


For a time after he came to California Colonel Jackson was 


a raihyay contractor, and afterward drifted into journalism, 
being for a time editor and proprietor of the San Francisco 
Post. During his residence here he cschcwej the law en- 
tirely, devoting himself to other pursuits. Bu: he remained 
to the last active in politics In a quiet way, anj was a factor 
that always had to be reckoned with. An effective public 
speaker, he did not take the stump, being more al home as 
an organizer. Colonel Jackson leaves several sons who in- 
herit his taste for politics, though none of them has at yet 
developed his skill and resource. The eldest is- Charles H". 
Jackson, who was Deputy Attorney-General under W. H. H. 
Hart and W. F. Fitzgerald. Another is Deputf Collector ol 
the Port of San Francisco. He was a steadfast friend and 
supporter of Senator George C. Perkins, and rendered him 
notable service in all his contest! for the Senatorship.
